Troops, Compantes, Dfficers and Soldiers of the ſaid Army, within the Kingdom ok England, Dominion of Wales, and Town 

of Berwick upon Tweed, ſhall, on oz befoze the Sir and Twentieth Day of March, in the Pear of our Lo2D, One thouſand ſir
